Talking Points 


-«I would like to bring you up to date on our diplomatic efforts, Last 
Friday, General-Secretary Brezhnev asked the President to send me 

to Moscow to talk about the Middle East crisis. The Soviet leaders were 
seriously interested in achieving a ceasefire promptly, and we managed 
to reach rapid agreement on the principles that became the basis for 

the UN Security Council Resolution late Sunday night. 


«Our ability to deal directly and rapidly with Soviet leaders ona 
critical issue is a vindication of what we have been trying to achieve 
in the last two years. 


-«-The Soviets obviously believed that the situation in the Middle East 
was jeopardizing detente and apparently decided to make concessions 
on the Middle East rather than face a severe worsening of our relations.

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~eIn other words, vested interested in US-Soviet rela- 

tions created by the 1972 and 1973 summit meetings worked 

in our favor at a critical moment. : 
-»The major points in that resolution are that there should be a 
ceasefire; that UN resolution 242 should be implemented in all its 
parts; and that there should be negotiations between the parties 
under appropriate international auspices leading to a just and 
durable peace. 


--The key point, of course, is that negotiations are to take 
place between the parties. 


«I told the Israeli leaders during my stop in Tel Aviv that we have 

not changed our view of the meaning of Resolution 242. It embodies 
general principles that should govern a peace settlement, but 
negotiations will be required to determine the final contents of a 
settlement. We have in mind that the parties should negotiate directly, 
with some involvement at appropriate times by the US and USSR. 


--We have no fixed plan on how negotiations should proceed. For 

the moment, we want to get the fighting ended. Once that happens, 

we will address other issues such as arms supplies, on which no 
agreements have been reached, and issues of how to begin peace talks. 


--Let me add a few words about why we believe it is important that 
the ceasefire be followed by negotiations leading toward a peace 
settlement. This recent round of hostilities has demonstrated the 
fragility of ceasefire arrangements that are not linked to a broader 
effort to reach a peace settlement. If this round of hostilities is not 
followed by a settlement, there is no reason that war could not occur 
again, perhaps on a larger and more costly scale. Therefore, we 
think the time is right for a serious peace effort that will reduce the 
future chances of war.
